TEN  BRIEF  SUGGESTIONS  TO  THE  AMATEUR  ON  HOW  TO  GROW 

BETTER  DAHLIAS 


1.  Select  easily  grown  varieties  and  those  giving  full  satisfaction. 

2.  Prepare  the  selected  planting  spot  well  and  place  the  supporting  stake. 

3.  Dig  a  hole,  next  to  the  stake,  about  10  inches  in  diameter  and  7  to  8 
inches  deep,  and  place  one  handful  of  bonemeal  in  the  hole,  or  any  other 
recommended  fertilizer  and  mix  thoroughly  with  the  soil  before  planting. 

4.  Place  roots  in  flat  position  with  the  sprout  or  “eye”  facing  upwards.  Cover 
lightly  with  about  2  inches  of  soil.  In  doing  this  be  careful  not  to  damage 
the  sprout.  As  the  plant  grows,  fill  around  the  stem  with  soil. 

5.  Do  not  plant  too  early.  At  times,  too  early  planting  spoils  good  roots.  I 
would  suggest  planting  from  June  1st  on,  except  in  climates  where  a  short 
growing  season  is  prevalent.  In  that  case  use  your  own  judgment. 

6.  Keep  the  soil  well  cultivated  throughout  the  season,  and  prevent  weeds  from 
outgrowing  the  plant. 

7.  Water  plants  during  hot  weather  at  least  once  a  week.  Do  not  merely 
sprinkle  them,  but  soak  tnem.  This  must  be  done  after  sundown. 

8.  Tie  the  plant  to  the  supportive  stake  with  soft  cord,  at  distance  of  12  inches 
apart.  This  is  done  as  an  added  security  against  destruction  by  wind  and 
storm.  Spray  with  any  reliable  parasitacide  at  least  once  every  two  weeks. 

9.  About  August  1st,  scatter,  a  handful  of  bonemeal  about  6  inches  around  the 
stem  and  rake  it  gently  into  the  soil.  Other  fertilizers  may  be  used  if 
desired.  Do  not  use  excessive  amounts  of  fertilizer  as  injury  to  the  roots 
will  result. 

10.  About  August  15th,  the  same  treatment  as  above  is  applied.  Disbudding 
at  this  time  aids  in  the  formation  of  bigger  and  better  flowers  and  longer 
stems.  This  should  insure  good  results.  If  any  other  information  is  desir¬ 
able,  I  will  gladly  forward  you  the  same.

I  have  been  wanting  to  write  to  you  for  the  longest  time  and  since  you  ask  my  opinion  on 
some  of  the  new  introductions  of  last  year  I  wish  to  say  that  some  of  your  new  ones  have  given 
me  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction  in  growing. 

There  is  first  of  all  A.  L.  Alexander  which  you  have  now  renamed  Dr.  Marshall  Howe.  It  is 
certainly  a  great  dahlia  and  worthy  of  a  great  name  in  the  dahlia  world.  It  may  never  win  the 
prize  at  any  Show  for  the  largest  bloom  but  when  it  comes  to  beauty,  perfection  and  lasting 
qualities  your  new  dahlia  Dr.  Marshall  Howe  has  few  equals.  It  may  also  interest  you  that  Mrs. 
Swoboda  showed  three  specimen  blooms  in  the  purple  class  at  the  Monmouth  County  Horticultural 
Society  Show  at  Rumson,  N.  J.  and  that  these  three  blooms  won  the  blue  ribbon  over  3  Hunt’s 
Velvet  Wonder  and  other  purple  entries.  It  is  a  dahlia  without  faults,  a  vigorous  grower  with 
beautiful  dark  foliage  and  excellent  stems.

Phyllis  Knight  is  a  wonderful  pink  and  a  dahlia  with  decidedly  a  future.  I  am  not  quite  sure 
of  its  maximum  qualities  but  it  will  be  one  dahlia  I  do  not  want  to  be  without.

I  am  sending  you  a  newspaper  clipping  about  my  seedling  dahlias  that  I  have  grown  from 
your  seed.  I  had  three  of  them  at  our  Flower  Show.  They  did  not  photograph  them  because  vhere 
was  no  suitable  background  for  them.  Well,  I  was  very  proud  of  them  anyway.  I  took  First  Prize 
for  my  dahlias  again  this  year.  I  am  also  sending  you  a  photograph  of  the  first  seedling  that 
bloomed  for  me  which  was  a  pink  and  yellow  cactus  that  closes  at  night.  You  will  see  by  picture 
that  it  was  not  entirely  open  at  time  it  was  taken,  the  weather  was  somewhat  cloudy  and  I  took 
it  at  the  first  sign  of  sun.  Also,  I  am  not  a  good  photographer  as  you  can  see,  but  anyway  it  will 
give  you  an  idea  as  to  type  and  size.  The  ones  I  had  at  the  Show  were  a  large  yellow  I.  D.  I  would 
call  it  about  9  inches,  and  the  other  was  sort  of  a  combination  of  colors,  very  pretty  but  I  don’t 
believe  I  can  describe  it  for  you.  If  we  do  not  have  frost  too  early  I  will  have  a  bloom  of  each  one 
of  them,  if  it  were  possible  I  could  send  you  the  blooms  if  you  would  care  to  see  them,  and  you  would 
tell  me  how  to  treat  them  for  mailing  so  they  would  arrive  in  good  condition.

A.  L.  ALEXANDER  very  outstanding,  the  most  promising  new  purple  I  have  seen.  Medium  in 
plant  height,  of  splendid  growth  habits,  and  gorgeous  big  blooms  on  perfectly  rigid  canes  of  good 
length.  A  purple  with  burgundy  shadings  that  really  stands  out  in  its  class.  I  wonder  if  thi-,  is  not 
the  1938  you  are  releasing  under  the  name  of  the  late  DIRECTOR  MARSHALL  A.  HOWE.  If  it 
is,  it  is  a  grand  dahlia  to  offer  tribute  to  a  grand  man. 

JULIA  IRENE  a  pink  of  definite  promise.  Plant  made  vigorous  growth,  foliage  was  .good, 
canes  stiff  and  of  good  length  and  the  big  pink  bloom  stands  out.  We  were  impressed  with  the 
marked  vigor  of  this  dahlia,  although  the  plant  does  not  become  coarse  in  its  proiiortions.

They  were  a  surprise  to  many 
people  who  saw  them,  some  of  them  8  feet  high,  several  of  them  I  will  try  to  describe: 

The  most  outstanding  one  is  I  think  nearer  to  blue  than  Blue  River,  a  large  loose  petaled 
flower  every  center  was  closed  tight  to  the  end,  and  every  bloom  equally  good.  I  would  have  had 
about  12  or  14  blooms  (terminal  buds)  on  this  plant  if  all  had  been  allowed  to  grow.  I  was  not 
able  to  get  a  bloom  for  my  Seedling  Classes,  but  it  won  First  Prize  in  Amateur  Class,  over  11  or 
12  blooms  at  local  show,  named  varieties. 

There  are  two  good  yellows,  one  decorative,  and  one  cactus  of  semi-cactus.  The  decorative  is 
very  rich  in  color  and  very  free  blooming.  This  plant  had  11  bud>s  and  blooms  at  one  time,  all 
side  buds  had  been  removed. 

Then  there  is  one  I  could  not  start  to  describe,  sometimes  at  dawn  you  see  something  like  it 
just  before  the  sun  comes  up.  Another  one  that  is  striking  is  a  different  shape  to  anything  I 
have  seen  in  dahlias.  The  petals  lie  flat  something  like  a  Zennia.  Color  is  white  center  shading  to 
very  pale  mauve.  Wishing  you  the  compliments  of  the  season.

The  CHRYSPOPCAN  is  a 
very  robust  plant  and  grows  on 
the  style  of  a  dwarf  dahlia 
plant,  but  does  not  need  any 
stake  to  support  it. 

CHRYSPOPCANS  begin  to 
bloom  about  June  15th  and 
keep  on  sending  out  beautiful 
blooms  until  the  latter  part  of 
July. 


This  picture  shows  a  chryspopcan  plant  in 
bloom.  Note  the  sturdiness  and  vigor  ol 
this  plant,  also  the  stem  that  holds  the 
flowers  erect.  Note  the  size  and  shape  of 
flowers  on  plant,  which  was  4  feet  high, 
also  the  foliage. 


CHRYSPOPCAN  DESCRIPTION 

Twelve  years  of  careful  cultivation  has  been  necessary  to  bring  this  beauti¬ 
ful  flower  to  its  present  high  state  of  perfection.  The  word  beautiful  does  not 
describe  it.  One  must  see  it  bloom  to  really  appreciate  its  rare  beauty.  Your 
imagination  would  need  to  run  riot  to  gain  any  idea  of  the  colors  and  tints. 

The  flower  resembles  in  many  ways  the  Chrysanthemum,  Poppy,  Carnation, 
and  some  have  the  shape  of  Dahlia,  so  it  might  be  truly  said  that  it  is  a 
combination  of  all  these  favorites. 

The  plant  attains  a  height  of  from  2  to  4  feet.  It  has  long  graceful  stems 
and  handsome  green  foliage,  forming  an  attractive  bush.  Each  plant  yields 
from  ten  to  fifteen  large  and  full  flowers.  One  plant  last  year  yielded  27 
perfect  flowers. 

A  chemist  would  probably  analyze  CHRYSPOPCAN  to  be  composed  of  the 
following  strains.  Poppy,  75  per  cent;  Carnation,  10  per  cent;  Chrysanthemum, 
10  per  cent;  Dahlia,  5  per  cent;  with  some  plants  varying  slightly  one  way  or 
the  other. 

Most  of  these  flowers  are  three  to  four  inches  in  diameter.  The  petals  are 
of  imposing  effect.  Some  are  broad,  resembling  ruffled  satin,  which  others  are 
silky,  curly  and  fringed.  The  formations  are  of  great  beauty,  and  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  give  an  accurate  detailed  description.  Each  flower  has  an  attractive¬ 
ness  all  its  own. 

Colors  produced  to  date  are:  Ashes  of  Rose,  Chinese  Red,  Pink,  Fuchsia, 
Red,  Lavender,  Mauve,  White,  Pink  Tipped,  White  and  Scarlet  with  Light 
Stripes. 

To  grow  Chryspopcan  once  means  it  will  always  have  a  choice  spot  in  ycur 
garden.
